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Less than 300 irresponsible men, 
many of them neither residents of 


Edmonton nor permanent resi- 
dents anywhere, have during the 
past three weeks threatened the 
very life of this city. They have 
crippled its most important indus- 
try, placed in danger of freezing 
many of its citizens, and imposed a 
loss of business upon the commun- 
ity that amounts to many tens of 
thousands of dollars. It has been 
amply demonstrated that the min- 
ers who wanted to continue work 
in the Edmonton field comprised a 
large majority of the total force of 
resident working miners. That 
they not only wanted to work but 
were determined to work has been 
proven. Even threats of bodily 
violence—and violence itself—has 
not prevented the working force 
from inereasing day by day. 

No question of wages or work- 
ing conditions has ever been rais- 
ed. The only question at issue is: 
Shall a man be protected by consti- 
tuted authority from physical 
violence in his right to work, If 
that protection is assured there 
need be no fear for the future of 
the Edmonton coal industry. If it 
is not assured the industry cannot 
be maintained. 

No one questions the right of the 
coal miner to cease work. But no 
one can admit his right to force- 
ably prevent another man from 
working. That is an inherent right 


to define and protect which society | 
is organized and governments es- | 


tablished. The people of Canada 
are used to depending on govern- 
mental action for the protection 
of their persons and property. 
that end courts are established and 
police forces maintained out of 
the publie taxes, 

Up to the present time the police 
forces of both province and city 


have functioned loyally and effi- | 


ciently. It is only because they 
have done so that control of the 
coal mines here has not passed 


from Edmonton to Indianapolis. | 


But conditions are still far from 
satisfactory, or such that law- 
abiding people can view them with 
favor. Morning after morning the 
standing army of the U.M.W.A.
